Dear Mr. Harrison,

I am seeking your direct and personal involvement to help resolve an issue of great
importance to the Dayton Aviation Heritage Commission and National Historical Park.
For well over a year the Commission has been engaged with the Ohio Department of
Transportation to determine the most appropriate location and wording for the signs that
are needed to direct visitors to the Dayton Aviation Heritage National Historical Park. In
February, we met with members of your staff, and those from District 8, to review the
National Park’s Multimodal Comprhensive Transportation Study. At this meeting we
discussed the Study, and it was my understanding that we had come very close to
agreement on the wording and locations. The only real concern was whether or not the
signs along the I-75 corridor would mention “Dunbar” in addition to “Wright Brothers”.
The Commission specifically raised the issue and stated that to not include the Dunbar
name would be an inexcusable slight to the Dunbar site and strongly asked the signs be

fabricated as shown in the Transportation Study. Staff agreed to review the issue and on S

25 February 02 I transmitted our formal request to District 7 to install the signs as shown
in the Transportation Study.

After several weeks I received a reply to our request, and to say it was a disappointing
response is an understatement! The proposal (letter from Philip N. Stormer dated 9 May
02) fails to incorporate the Study’s recommendations for wording and sign location. It is
particularly frustratzggas the wording we were seeking was based on the
recommendations forwarded to Ms Nora Lake in a letter signed by David Holstein of
the Central Office dated 18 April 2001. The vague wording indicated in Mr. Stormer’s

response, and the lack of signage (in particular on the 1-70 corridor) is certain to create a
huge problem for our visitors.

Work on installing signs on local streets is moving ahead. Thanks to an initiative by
the Montgomery County Commissioners, efforts to install a coordinated sign system have
moved to the design stage. Failure to link these signs with those to be instailed on the
interstates will only create a confused motorist and unsafe conditions on the highways.



In 2003, Dayton, and the entire Miami Valley, will celebrate the Centennial of
Powered flight. New facilities at each of the four sites that make up the Dayton Aviation
Heritage National Historical Park will be in full operation, yet as of today, the 25" of
June 2002, we still don’t have agreement on what is needed in the way of signage to
direct an anticipated 3 million visitors into the region. We ask that ODOT consider, once
again, the wording and sign locations shown in the Transportation Study. A timely

response to our concerns would be greatly appreciated. I can be reached at (937) 225-

This is a follow-up to our meeting of April 4, 2001 regarding signing for the Dayton Aviation
Heritage National Historical Park. This letter will explain signing practices in the state of Ohio,
discuss the division of duties on state highways, and make recommendations for signing to the
Wright Brothers national park facilities.

Division of Duties

The Ohio Department of Transportation (ODOT) has the responsibility to maintain all “rural” routes
on the state highway system. This includes Interstate, US and state highways. Rural refers to all
locations outside municipal corporation limits.

Ohio is what is commonly referred to as a “home rule” state.. This means that the local jurisdictions
are given wide authority by the legislature to manage facilities within the municipal corporation
* limits. The municipalities have primary responsibility for maintaining all roads within the municipal
corporation limits, including highway signing thereon. There are two principal exceptions to this.

ODOT maintains the Interstate highway system inside municipalities. This includes signing on the
mainline and interchange ramps, and entrance ramp approach signing located within the limited
access right-of-way. Interstate highways within the greater Dayton area include I-70, I-75 and I-675.
Non-Interstate limited access freeways and expressways, such as SR 4, US 35, SR 444 and SR 844,
are not included. As with other routes on the state highway system within the municipal corporation
limits, these are the responsibility of the respective municipal corporation.

The Ohio legislature has given ODOT the authority, although not the requirement, to erect route
markers upon those portions of the state highway system within municipal corporation limits. It is
ODOT policy to install route markers as such unless a municipality indicates that they prefer to
provide their own route marking. Other directional signs on state highways within the municipal
corporation limits are the responsibility of the municipality.

Directional Signing

At our April 4 meeting, several different directional signing techniques were discussed. These
include supplemental guide signs, logo signs, trailblazer signs and wayfinding signs.

ODOT has a policy to provide supplemental guide signing for facilities that have significant
attendance figures. These facilities are termed “traffic generators,” in that they generate large
volumes of traffic. Supplemental guide signing is provided to help assure an orderly flow of traffic
to these facilities. Supplemental guide signs for recreational and cultural interest areas, such as the
Dayton Aviation Heritage National Historical Park, utilize a white legend on a brown background.

Supplemental guide signs are provided as a service to the motorist, at ODOT’s expense. They are
typically independent installations, and run in the neighborhood of 100 to 150 square feet in area,
depending on specific legend. On freeways, supplemental guide signs are secondary in importance
to the standard white on green directional guide signs, and are only used where sufficient space exists
for their installation. Supplemental panels appended to other guide signs, as opposed to independent
installations, can also be considered.

Logo signing consists of large white on blue guide signs, which display business trademark logos
of services available to the motorist at a freeway or expressway interchange. Until recently, there
were four categories of services eligible for signing, consisting of gas, food, lodging and camping.
The Federal Highway Administration has now approved the “fifth logo” for attractions. ODOT is
in the process of developing guidelines for the use of the attractions logo.

Logo signs are paid for by the participating businesses. The current cost for two mainline signs and
two ramp signs (one mainline and one ramp sign per direction of travel) is $1500 per year. The logo
panels on the mainline signs are 48" x 36", and on the ramp signs 24" x 18". Logo signs have a
lower priority than standard and supplemental guide signs, and can only be used where sufficient
space exists for their installation. ‘

The logo program is operated under contract by a private company, Ohio Logos, on the Ohio state
highway system. This arrangement was developed at the inception of the logo program in Ohio to
relieve ODOT from having to market the program and install the signs. However, ODOT still has
overall responsibility for the program, and Ohio Logos is obligated to operate the program in strict
compliance with ODOT standards and specifications.

All grade separated interchanges on the state highway system are eligible for logo signs. This
.includes rural and urban freeway and expressway locations where sufficient space exists for signs.

Where insufficient space exists for all service types, the priority from highest to lowest is gas, food,
lodging, camping and attractions.

To date, the logo program has been targeted to private businesses. With the addition of the
attractions logo, it is anticipated that the signs will be used principally by private for-profit
businesses, although public and private non-profit businesses would not be prevented from
participating. All participating entities must meet certain location and attendance requirements.

Trailblazing signs refers to signs used to direct motorists to a facility after leaving the freeway or
expressway. They are typically used where the motorist is required to make additional turns
subsequent to leaving the exit ramp. Trailblazers are used in conjunction with supplemental guide
~ signs and logo signs. With supplemental guide signing, the trailblazers are white on brown. With
logo signs, the trailblazers are white on blue, and include a downsized trademark logo.

Some municipalities are using, or are considering using, a system of guide signing commonly
referred to as wayfinding signs. This concept is being promoted typically be architectural desi gn
firms, and consists of directional signs that use various combinations of colors, sometimes
augmented with symbols, to direct the motorist. Typically, a municipality is subdivided into distinct
regions, with a different color assigned to each region. The unfamiliar motorist is supposed to
associate the particular color with the general region where the intended facility is located, and
follow signs of that color. Once in the general region, signs of that color with site specific
information further direct the motorist to the particular facility.

ODOT does not endorse the use of wayfinding signs, since they use colors and symbols that are not
in accordance with requirements in the Ohio Manual of Uniform Traffic Control Devices. However,

being a home rule state, the municipalities have the authority over roadways within the municipal
coperaionlimits.

We have in the past permitted fnunicipalities to install wayfinding signs on the Interstate exit ramps,
but not on the Interstate mainline. In this manner, the wayfinding signs function as trailblazers once
traffic has exited the Interstate.

Lincoln Sites

The Dllinois DOT was contacted regarding signing for the Lincoln Home National Historic Site.
According to ' IDOT representative Larry Greg, there are mainline signs in each direction on
Interstate 55, which include the legend “Lincoln Sites,” with appropriate directional information
(“EXIT 98B” southbound; “EXIT 92A” northbound). No symbol is used on the mainline signs.

Unlike Ohio, Illinois in not a home rule state. This means that IDOT is responsible for signing on
State routes within the municipal corporation limits. However, since the city of Springfield wanted
to use nonstandard symbols on their directional signing for the Lincoln sites, IDOT gave them
permission to do so, but did not participate in the fabrication or installation of the sj gns. Springfield
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uses different symbols for the various different Lincoln sites.

Jurisdictional Responsibilities

The ODOT Central Office is located in Columbus, and is responsible for the development of
standards and specifications for the use of highway signing. There are twelve ODOT District Offices
throughout the state, who are responsible for applying the standards and specifications to specific
locations within their regional area. Dayton Aviation Heritage sites are located in Montgomery and -
Greene Counties. Montgomery County is in ODOT District 7, headquartered in Sidney, and Greene
County is in District 8, headquartered in Lebanon.

In addition, several municipalities will be involved. These include Dayton, Fairborn and
Beavercreek. There may be others as well. If any county or township roads will be used, the
appropriate county or township governmental agencies will be involved.

Recommendations

As discussed at the April 4 meeting, we concur that as opposed to “Dayton Aviation Heritage
National Historical Park” the use of the more concise legend “Wright Brothers Sites” is preferred.
This could be further reduced to “Wright Bros Sites.”

It is recommended that the standard, white on brown, recreational and cultural interest area
supplemental signing be used. Typical signs that may be used are shown in the attachment. For the
east location, the replacement of the existing “Air Force Museum” signs with combination signs is
_ preferred over appending the existing signs with supplemental panels. For the west location, traffic
would be taken off I-75 at Third St. Due to the lack of available space in the immediate vicinity of

the exit, a sign with a legend as shown may have to be installed some distance in advance of the
interchange.

For the rural state highway system and the urban Interstate system, the specific locations will need
to be coordinated through-ODOT Districts 7 and 8. Signs on the non-Interstate, urban state hi ghway
system and on local streets will need to be installed by the responsible jurisdiction. All necessary

trailblazers must be in place before ODOT installs the mainline freeway and expressway directional
signage.

The use of the National Park symbol on the signs is not recommended. The inclusion of the symbol
would make the signs larger, and would not be expected to increase their effectiveness. This symbol
is not approved by the Federal Highway Administration for use on highway signs, and may not be
_ widely recognized by the motoring public. An unscientific survey of 20 people at the ODOT Central
Office when shown the outline of the symbol found that only five correctly identified the symbol as
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being that of the National Park system. Others incorrectly identified it as an arrowhead, heart, Indian
site, archaeological dig, state park, national forest, and the Ohio State Highway Patrol symbol.

Future Actions

As anext step in the process, it is recommended that a meeting be arranged with representatives of
ODOT Central Office, ODOT Districts 7 and 8, Cities of Dayton, Beavercreek and Fairborn,
MVRPC, National Park Service, and other involved governmental jurisdictions (if any). It would
be beneficial to begin with a tour of all the Wright Brothers sites, to increase understanding of the
project. It is recommended that the meeting be set up at the MVRPC office or other suitable site in
the Dayton area.

Thank you for your letter regarding the installation of signage for the Dayton Aviation Heritage National Historical Park.
Please review the enclosed sign drawings, and contact Randy Chevalley our Planning Administrator at (937) 497-6920, to
coordinate final comments on the signs prior to production.

Signs 3A, 3B, 4A, 4B, 5, 7, and 9 will be installed by December 1, 2002, to direct motorists to the Huffman Prairie Flying

Field Interpretive Center at Wright Memorial. This will accommodate the opening of this site scheduled for
December 17, 2002.

~ Signs 10 and 11 will replace the existing signage on I-75 and will be installed by March 1, 2003, to direct visitors to the
Wright Dunbar Interpretive Center which is scheduled to open on March 15, 2003. Sign 8, proposed to be installed on US
Route 35, was not agreed to during our conversation and will not be installed.

We are replacing the existing signs on I-70 westbound at I-675 with “W.P.AF.B., Wright State University, FOLLOW 675"
(sign 3A) and “Air Force Museum, Wright Bros. Sites NPS, FOLLOW 675" (sign 3B). Sign 3 A will have white letters on a
green background and sign 3B will have white letters on a brown background. The change will reduce the number of
destinations on the Wright Bros. Sites sign from three to two and eliminate mixed color (green/brown) signs. Similarly,
sign 4A will have the legend “W.P.A F.B., Wright State University” on a green background, and sign 4B will have the
legend “Air Force Museum, Wright Bros. Sites NPS” on a brown background.

* In your letter, you noted that the NPS logo would be on all signs except‘é‘igns 3B; 4B, and 5. Please confirm whether you
would want the logo on these three signs as it is indicated on the enclosed sign drawings. '
